State Secretary Gerard Pelletier said Tuesday 
that Canada is united physically, but the 
integration and development of the media will 
make or break the Canadian identity.

TTORNEY-General Arthur Wish- 
art’s casual disclosure of a few 
weeks ago that the government is 
thinking of abolishing trial by jury in 
civil cases in Ontario 
is bringing the 
lawyers to a slow 
burn which may 
cause the govern 
ment to change its 
mind. But the lay 
public appears to 
have received the 
news with remark- 
able indifference. It 
is _not-hard_to see 
why: at $10 a day, 
jury duty entails real economic penalties 
for- most citizens, to say nothing of the 
inconvenience and choredom involved. 
Even so,: given the importance which 
trial by jury Has traditionally occuped in 
the Canadian scheme of justice, the lack 
of protest over its proposed diminution is 
depressing evidence that ‘the trend to 
dehbumanized, computerized law is indeed 
far advanced. 

Actually, the right to trial by jury is a 
highly qualified one. It is not in the 
Canadian Bill of Rights. The Criminal 
€ode provides that everyone charged 
with an indictable offence shall be tried 
by judge and jury, except where 
otherwise provided for by. law — which 
is quite an exception. Given a choicé, 
most accused persons elect for non-jury 
trial and in fact only 2.7 per cent of all 
indictable offences ate heard by a jury. 


Disappearing 

In. civil law cases, the jury is 
disappearing. It is almost extinct in 
Britain, except in actions for defamation. 
Tt is unusual to have juries try civil 
cases in the prairie provinces and in the 
Maritimes — there hasn't been one in 
New Brunswick in the past 10 years. The 
right to jury trial is quite wide in British 
Columbia but only about 10 per cent of 
the civil actions in that province are so

question that if the government decides 
to abolish them, if will be killing off 
something that has not yet died a 
natural death. 


Mr. Wishart’s reasoning is that of 
former.Chief Justice J. C. McRuer. in his 
Royal Commission Report on Civil 
Rights: they discriminate against poorer 
litigants. A jury trial imcreases the 
length of a trial by at least one-half and 
thereby increases the burden of costs on 
the unsuccessful party. 

“The trial of civil cases by a jury is a 
procedure that has outlived its usefulness 
in Ontario,” Mr.. McRuer reported. 
“Instead of the* jury being used as a 
protection for the weak, it is now a 
weapon in the hands of the strong. 

“The conclusion we have come to is 
that the trial by jury in all civil cases, 
except those based on defamation, should 
be abolished.”’ 


_ These are strong arguments, of 
course, but they hardly justify throwing 
out the baby with the bath water. If 
costs of jury trials are a consideration 
influencing less affluent litigants, then it 
should not be beyond human ingenuity to 
ehange the law concerning the awarding 
of costs so as to ensure that the rich and 
the poor are on an equal footing. 

Similarly, the public’s attitude to- 
wards jury duty generally, criminal 
cases as well as civil, would probably 


improve if jurors were paid indemnities 
and expenses at least commensurate 
with a living wage. Most citizens 
would aecept jury service as a duty of 
citizenship if it did not entail financial 
hardship. 

They would have every reason for 
doing so, because unless the jury system 
can be rescued and redeveloped, the law 
and justice will become completely the 
plaything of the lawyers, the preserve of 
the judges and the monopoly of the 
bureaucrats. Most people do not know 
what goes on in the courts because they 
are never in them; I suspect they would 
be shocked by the brusqueness, the lack 
of “humanity, the absence of plain 
common sense which is all too often 
apparent. We are very close to 
mechanical justice and the stage, which 
some have already mooted, where 
judgments and sentences will be read- 
outs from a computer. 


Instrument of Participation 


The jury system is the last instru- 
ment of citizen participation in the 
courts and we ought to be finding ways 
of enhancing their importance and 
increasing their use rather than allowing 
them to disappear. The law, it may. be 
said, is too important to be left to the 
lawyers and the jurists. Sick persons, for 
example, are constantly being sent to 
jail by judges who bewail the. mon- 
strosity of a law which gives them no 
alternative; one cannot help but wonder 
if juries in their wisdom would be so 
fatalistic. 

In civil cases, it is the function of 
juries to decide the facts and assess 
damages. We are going to neéd more of 
this in the future rather than less, and in 
areas (damages from pollution, for 
example) where existing law and legal 
concepts are hopelessly sterile and 
antiquated. The law, it may be said, 
evolves with society. But it wil] evolve a 
lot faster if there are more juries of 
laymen in the courts to help it along.

Thirdly, from a financial point of view, 
convalescent homes are very inexpensive 
to run since all patients are ambulant so 
that professional services can be kept to 
a minimum, and the physical structures 
can be either large old houses which 
their owners can no longer afford to 
keep up or large new ome-storey 
structures similar in construction to the 
senior citizen complexes. Fourthly, it 
must be remembered that not all 
hospitals in B.C. have grounds into which 
they can expand.

It may be argued that the provision of 
‘home care’ to convalescents — outlined 
in the last three paragraphs of the April 
27th article is the equivalent of 
convalescent home care and even an 
improvement upon it. Personally I doubt 
this, because at home the patient is not 
under qualified supervision all the time, 
thus allowing for relapses when no one is 
present to assist and also — particularly 
in the case of women — giving patients 
the opportunity to do too much house- 
work too soon.—Elisabeth Richards, 4201

“The United States is. the- first -free 
country that has ever tried to fight a 
televised war under the rules of 
democracy — free reporting, opinion 
Polis, the lot — and if the result has been 
the unsurprising discovery that people 
loathe war -that is something that all 
@emocracies will have to chew over in 
the future.”

Day goes further: “One wonders 
whether in the future a democracy which 
has uncensored television in every -home 
will ever be able to fight a war, however 
just. However: good the ‘cause —+ self- 
defence, resisting aggression,’ or even 
fighting under the United Nations flag — 
the brutal details of military action may 
be there on the television screen to shock 
and to horrify, sapping perhaps the will 
of, the nation to resist the forces of evil 
or even safeguard its own freedom." 


The printing press was the first great 


invention for mass influencing the 
popular mind but,as Marshall MeLuhan 
proclaims, the age of Gutenberg is over; 
with TV the medium indeed can be the 
message. In a crude sense this is quite 


elearly-what—Vice-President—Agnew has 


been trying to contend in his argument 
that television can demonstrably help 
disseminate violence and undermine the 
impact of majority will. 

As far as Vietnam is concerned, an 
initial mistake by Washington was to 
pretend from the start that it wasn’t a 
war and therefore to place itself in the 
position of never managing to establish 
the kind of military censorship which the 


American press has accepted in other 
conflicts for reasons of military security. 

Audacious, skilled television crews 
focus their cameras on the most brutal 
events, bringing all their shock and 


horror into the average American home 


or the homes of our better-heeled allies. 
Not onfy can these be magnified by the 
limitations of the lens but the non-event 
has also become familiar to the viewer. 

It is possible to photograph a handful 
of demonstrators playing a deliberately 
exaggerated role or to interview spokes- 
men for the smallest minority demand- 
ing extreme actions. This gives highly 
distorted pictures of ‘many situations,

Producing Backlash 


Day believes the Negro revolution in 
America has beer vastly accelerated by 
television. Philosophically this is desir- 
able but the turbulent methods chosen 
risk producing an exaggerated racial 
backlash. Similarly, Day recalls how TV 
featured Czechsolovakia’s brief surge 
toward liberalism and probably, as a 
result, “helped create a situation which 
led in turn to a major act of 
international policy, the Russian in- 
vasion.” 

The medium of television can 
strikingly if unintentionally distort events 
out of true focus. Day adds: "In a 
television service financed by advertising 
there is bound to be a general pressure 
to make programs with maximum 
audience appeal.” 

The problem hasn’t yet been ade- 
quately studied because of obvious con- 
cern for impingement of fre¢dom of 
speech and choice. Nobody wants a gov- 
ernment hand in television; imagine 
what Goebbels would have done for 
Hitler with TV as well as radio to hand. 

Can one, however, contemplate the 
other extreme South Africa, where 
there is no television, or Greece where it 
is ladied out experimentally as if for 
stupefied mice? One must discover a 
golden mean and there is no sign that 
the search has seriously begun.

Woman Wins.

A provincial welfare appeal. board Tuesday 
overruled a Victoria welfare department decision 
which denied a city woman’s request for home care 


of her crippled husband. 


The decision, subject to 
final approval by provincial 
social welfare director J. A. 
Sadler, will give the family 
needed assistance at home 
and the mother time to find 
part-time work. 

Many welfare recipients. be- 


‘ lieve they, have no recourse 


beyond the decisions of social 
workers and welfare adminis- 

trators, but appeals are quite 
possible under the provincial 
Social “Assistance Act. 

Tuesday’s hearing, for 
example, was set up after the 
provincial. welfare. department 
received a written request 
from the woman for a 
hearing on the Victoria. wel- 
fare department's decision. 

Then, the regional welfare 
director for Vanéouver Island, 
J. A. Molberg, set up an 
appeal board consisting of 
himself and two others. A 
hearing date-was. set. 


TWO RESIDENTS 

Appeal boards here are 
composed of the regional 
welfare director and two city 
residents, usually public 
health nurses, Family and 
Children’s Service social 
workers, doctors or city of- 
ficials. The welfare depart- 
ment may call to the hearing 
other persons who- are fa- 
miliar with the background of 
the case. 
HEART ATTACK 

A’ person -appealing a de- 
cision may bring anyone he_ 
wishes to assist the presenta- 
tion of his case, Often, the Low 
Income Group is called in on 
appeals. by welfare. recipients. 

The recipient has the right 
to request only himself and 
the board be = at the 
hearing. 

Provineial and city welfare 
officials ‘would not discuss 
details of Tuesday’s hearing, 


but the woman said she was 
appealingin order to keep her 
family together. 

Her husband has been un- 
employed a yéar since suffer- 
ing a heart attack. After the 
attack he developed multiple 
sclerosis and will never work 
again. He had been-a bridge 
builder with the CNR.for 19 
years.

She said Victoria’s welfare 
department had offered to 
place her husband in a 
nursing home at a cost of 
betweén $220 and $23 @ 
month.

George Burnham. > 

Burnham, champion of the 
Red Ensign, lost the first 
round in his fight to bring 
down Canada’s Maple Leaf 
flag in B.C. Supreme Court 
Tuesday, but he says he’s 
already going strong for the 
second round. 

,Mr. Justice J. G. Ruttan of 
the B.C. Supreme’ Court ruled 
Tuesday that Burnham iad 
no right to seek an injunction 
restraining and prohibiting 
the use of the Maple Leaf flag 
anda declaration that the 
1965 proclamation of the flag 


is not legally binding on him. 


‘NOT ALLOWED’ 

Burnham said he lost this 
round because he engaged a 
lawyer. 

“I was _not allowed to 
speak, I was not allowed to 
say anything in court because 
T engaged a lawyer. My views 
were not. taken at all,” he 
said. 

So now Burnham, who has 
been fighting to retain the 
Red Ensign as ~ Canada’s 
national flag since 1965, says 
he will take His case to 
criminal court and warns that 
this time he will be more 
severe than before.

On Birds Diet 


By ROBERT MUSEL 


LONDON (UPI) — When a 
fat person complains he or 
she eats “like a bird" yet 
continues to put on weight the 
fatty may be telling the truth. 

For Dr. Denis Craddock 
says he has found that many 
people who are overweight 
are born with a tendency to 
be that way and they may, in 
fact, eat even less than. their 
thin friends. 

“But, all is not lost even for 
the |hard-core obese. In a new 
booklet, Slim and Enjoy It; 
published by the Family Doc- 
tor Unit of the British Medical 
‘Association, Dr. Craddock 
suggests a multiple attack 
involving a change in eating 
habits, a choice of diets and 
exercise. 

In the U.S., he said, about 
two-thirds, of all adults aver 
50 are at least 10 per cent 
overweight. In Britain. less 
than a quarter of adults in 
the same group are over- 
weight. but the proportion of 
British women is beginning to 
approach ‘the American 
figure. 

“An adult's weight should 
not rise with age and one’s 
normal weight at 60 or 70 
should be the same as at 25,” 
he said, adding firmly: 

“Middle-aged spread in 
women is not due to the 
change of life.” 

Dr. Craddock expressed 
sympthay for the overweight

_ Using 44-Letter A

Cowx asked her grade one class to write what th 
would like to be when they grow up. ini 


William wrote: “When I grow

And Greg wrote: “When.I grow up I would like 
to be a butcher because they get a lot of exercise 
and they get to cut meat and I think it is fun.” 


Nothing unusual about these . 


children's aspirations. What is 
amazing is that Grade 1 
pupils should be capable of 
putting such complex 
thoughts into writing. 

It should be pointed out 
William and Greg's’ sentences 
were not written in the 
familiar ‘26-letter English al- 
phabet, but in the simplified 
initial teaching alphabet 
(i.t.a.). 

The initial teaching alpha- 
bet consists of 44 letters, each 
representing a sound in the 
English languarge. It was 
invented by Sir James Pit- 
man, grandson of the inventor 
of Pitman shorthand. 


____In 1961 i,t-a. was introduced 


into British primary schools 
on an experimental basis, and 
this year one school in five is 
using it to teach children the 
first steps of reading and 
writing. 

® 


In 1965 the Vancouver 
school board introduced it on 
a trial basis in five classes. 
This year 8&3 first grade 
classes are using it. 

Lt.a. is also being tried out 
in some Victoria-area. schools, 
but the mumber is so low 
parents with elementary-age 
children shouldn’t be con- 
cerned if they have never 
heard of the device. 

In the Greater Victoria 
district Mrs. Cowx at Macau- 
lay and Msr. Gerry Forbes at 
Sir James Douglas have been 
teaching i.t.a. for three years. 

In the Sooke district Mrs. 
Marnie Hamilton teaches a 
Grade 1 class at Sangster 
elementary. Mrs. Norma Pet- 
erson teaches. ita. to a 
remedial reading class at 
Glen Lake. And at John 
Stubbs elementary ita. is 
taught to pre-schoolers by 

i teachers Mrs. 


Fisher. 
Teachers if ita. are its 
strongest boosters. Most of

them say they would not like 
to return to teaching reading 
and writing via the . conven- 
tional alphabet. 

Dr. John Downing rejected 
the . traditional _ orthography 
(t.o.) in much stronger terms 
in an article he wrote last 
September for the Sunday 
Times of London. 

“Teachers who continue to 
teach reading with the con- 
ventional English alphabet 
and spelling can be sure they 
are making it harder for their 
pupils to become literate,”’ he 
wrote. 


“They are using a defective 
instrument which is a serious 
handicap to young children in 
their first steps in learning to 
read and write.” 

Who is John Downing? 

He designed and carried out 
original research on.i.t.a. and 
is author of a book entitled 
“Evaluating the initial Teach- 
ing Alphabet’. From 1960-69 
he was director of the reading 
research unit and -senior 
lecturer in psychology at the 
University of London Institute 
of Education. 

He also wrote the Downing 


Readers, a series of 16 books 
in i.t.a. for primary—children 
and two supplemental readers 
designed to aid in the transi- 
tion from i.t.a. to the regular 


alphabet. 

All of -which wouldn’t mean 
very much here, except that 
since January Downing has 
been professor of education of 
the University. of Victoria. 


In February The B.c. 
Teacher, official publication 
of the B.C. Teachers’ Federa- 
tion, ran an article entitled 
“ita, revisited” by two UBC 
education professors. 


_The article was a review of — 


research on i.t.a., and the 
overall effect was to put down 
the last decade of experimen- 
tation with the new alphabet. 

Downing immediately wrote 
a reply to the UBC profes- 
sors, and his article, ‘‘British 
and B.C. Teachers Agree — 
ita. is Better,” was pub- 
lished in the B.C. “Teacher's 
April issue. 

The article summarizes ‘the 
most recent and perhaps 
most definitive study to date 
comparing i.t.a. to the tradi- 


by the British government — 
was completed last summer 
by Prof. Frank Warburton 
and Vera Southgate of Man- 
chester University’s School of 
Education. 

Their_conclusions were so 
favorable to i.t.a. that last 
December British Education 
Minister Alice Bacon took the 
unprecedented step of giving 
i.t.a. -her. ministry’s full en- 
dorsation, which could lead to 
im plementation throughout 
the country. 


Southgate, whose task was 
to interview teachers, head- 
teachers, inspectors and ad- 
visors learned that “usually 
children who learned to read 
by i.t.a. both want to, and do, 
spend more time on reading 
than children taught by T.O. 

“This conclusion refers to 
all ages and all intelligence 
levels of children, and covers 
lesson times, free times, 
break times and time at 
home.” 


Downing says in his article 
that when i.t.a. pupils were 
tested at the end of one year, 
they were able to read more 
than twice as much printed in 
ita, as the T.O. control 
group could read of the same 
material pririted in T.O. 


One common criticism of 
i.t.a. has been that by the end 
of the three or four years 
children who learn to read via 
the conventional alphabet 
reach the same level of 
attainment as it.a. children. 

But, as Downing points out, 
i.t.a. was never intended to 
improve reading —at later 
stages — its purpose is to 
make reading easier in the 
first year of school. He 
quoted from Southgate in the 
Teport: 

“i aim-was to simplify 
the initial task of learning. 
Thus, even if i.t.a. chidren 
are only at the same level of 
attainment as T.O. children 
after three or four years, if 
learning to read has been 
easier and more pleasant for 
them, if fewer children have 
experienced frustrations and 
failures and if many have 
known the enjoyment and 
value of reading a year or so

Bank of Montreal newsletter 
and brought home even fur- 
ther with the visit to Duncan 
by Dr. Jack Kent of North- 
shore Unitarian church in 
North Vancouver. 

Kent urged Duncan area 
residents to form a chapter of 
the Society for /Pollution. and 
Environmental/ Control and 
Horn said he got involved 
“when I woke up and saw 
man’s stupidities. Now I'm 
fighting back, for SPEC.” 

Since Cowichan - Malahat 
SPEC chapter was formed 
last year and Horn was 
elected president, its activi- 
ties have been in several 
headline stories and on 
national radio and television. 
Almost daily there are refer- 
ences to the group in the 
Victoria and Nanaimo dailies 
and in weeklies throughout 
the Cowichan Valley.

Close to 300 family and 
separate memberships have 
been- gold and’ meetings held 
each month attract large 
crowds. Together with an 
active vice-president (marine 
biologist Jim Egan of Thetis 
Island) and a hard-working 
executive, the group keeps 
the pressure on against the 
polluters. 

It was the first SPEC 
chapter (there are 35 in B.C. 
at present) to organize pickup 
depots for pesticides and 
herbicides containing DDT 
and other chemicals that do 
not return to nature. 

Fifty. members.of SPEC, 
most of them from Cowichan- 
Malahat, picketed the Legis- 
lative Buildings in Victoria 
about Utah Mining Company's 
permit application to dump 
9.3 million gallons of effluent 
daily.into Rupert Inlet, a

Horn pointed out to a press 
conference held in front of 
Hydro officials that the 
chemicals were used by 
United States troops to kill 
crops and defoliate jungle in 
Viet Nam. He quoted several

Meanwhile, Utah . Mining 
Company continues to .con- 
struct its mine facilities and 
it is still uncertain what steps 
the federal fisheries depart- 
ment will take to ensure that 
the enclosed inlet will not 
become the “giant pudding” 
ecologists say it will when the 
high-solid-content effluent is 
dumped into it. 

“Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis says it’s harmless to 
fish, Horn said, raising” his 
eyebrows and throwing his 
hands in the air.

That’s a 
whole ecological area that 
should be studied, not just a 
fish pond.”

He believes the local SPEC 
group “through yelling out 
loud _rather than “breathing 
hard,”” helped make the fish- 
eries department take what- 
ever action it has. 

He denies he is looking for 
any personal glory but notes 
with satisfaction that Mac- 
Millan Bloedel at Chemainus 
are building a settling pond 
after many SPEC complaints 
‘about herring fry kills in the 
area of the company’s loading 
docks. 

If Horn has any particular 
bete-noire it is the fisheries 
departments, federal and 
provincial, which are “gut- 
less,” and their 
legislation. 

Rather than wait any 
longer, he has given an 
ultimatum to the 
fisheries department in Na- 
naimo to proceed legally 
against Crofton Pulp and 
Paper Limited and its con- 
tinued pollution of the sea bed 
by chip spillage, or he will 
take the action himself.

Quarrels over territorial water rights have bothered 
the ‘world's fishing industry for years but have tended to 
be localized quarrels. The Japanese have changed this, 


(putting themselves in the role of international fishing 


privateers, striking wherever pickings are. richest, 
stripping the grounds, and moving on. 

Not only do they hit the world’s fishing industry 
below the belt by their catching methods -but also by 
their marketing techniques. 

In 1966, after reaching agreement with the local 
authorities in the Canaries over the catching and landing 
of fish, the Japanese then undercut the Spanish by selling 


- their catch on the Italian market, one of Spain's best, for 


half the price the Spaniards were asking, this being made 
possible by the extremely efficient and streamlined 
manner in which the Japanese fleet is operated. 

Efforts by the United’ Nations in their Law of the Sea 
conferences, to reach agreement on some sort of 
international fisheries control have failed.

almost allies of the Japanese and led to a Russian 
trawler being fired on by -Australian prawn boats while 
fishing the Gulf of Carpentaria off the North Coast of 
Australia. . 


The inroads made by the Japanese fishing fleets into 
fish stocks of large game fish, billfish, and tuna, become 
more apparent with each new seasbn. 

On the East Coast of Afried, where the billfish 
grounds are among the richest in the world, the numbers 
of fish taken each year drop by about 30 per cent over 
the previous year. 

There are good and bad seasons for every spécies of 
fish, but the decline of game fish in the Indian Ocean has 
followed an unnatural progress. In places like the Gulf of 
California, it has already been ruined beyond all hope of 
revival, and there are now grave indications that the 
marlin grounds of New Zealand's Bay of Islands, made 
famous by the writer Zane Grey and among the best 
marlin grounds in the world, have already been serio 
affected by overfishing. : 


While the Japanese logic that the ocean and its fruits 
are there for the raping seems to satisfy the conscience 
of the Tokyo government and is tolerated by their 
American advisers, there will soon come a time, not so 
many years ahead, when even the Japanese will be hard. 
pressed to find fishing. 

By then, some species will be extinct, not just ih 
certain areas but throughout the world's oceans. Tuna are 
plentiful and fast-growing, like their relations the 

mackerel, but they can be wipéd out, as proved by the 
bluefin stocks in the North Sea, destroyed by overfishing 
of German, Ditch, and Russian boats. 

Marlin, sailfish,, and, broadbill are slow-growing and 
delicate fish, easily destroyed. Their general worth as a 
food fish on the world market is small, unless they are 
processed by a: factory and sold as canned tuna which 
often happens. 

Like the blue whale, their value is more in their rare 
beauty than their nutritious qualities but also like the 
bhie whale ‘they are, in many places, already. almost 
extinct. 

What reriiains of the world’s beautiful animals are 
Protected ingame parks. But how do you fence off the 
sea to protect the fish and the mammals in the same way 
and how do you explain the importance of it to people 
who see fish only as hard cash or a battered slab on a 
plate?

A student with a 65 per cent or 
better average on high school matricu- 
lation, or after first year college, 
shouldn't be excluded even if parents 
cannot contribute significantly to his or 
her needs. At the same time, parents 
in comfortable circumstances will be 
under greater pressure to provide help. 

The Canadian Student Loan Plan has 
reportedly been slightly eased through 
government recognition of the impact of 
inflation on undergraduates. It is possi- 
ble to borrow up to $1,000 a year, under. 
that scheme, with interest charges of 
8% per cent and repayment deferred up 
to 10 years from the date of the first 
loan. In addition, bursary assistance is 
available, on proof of student qualifica- 
tions, from the province, and scholar- 
ships are given for those of exceptional 
attainment in their studies. 

University authorities here figure the 
cost of an out-of-town student at 
between $1700 and $1900 per university 
year. That includes $100 to $200 for 
books, $460 for fees, $800 for residence, 
$130 for transportation to and from 
home during the year and from $250 to 
$300 for incidentais.

Students seeking outside assistance, it 
seems to have been derailed, but the

The means test involves an assess- 
ment of parental ability to help. That is 
based on income returns from the pre- 
ceding year. The family head, for in- 
stance, may be induced to take on the 
Student's loan, guaranteeing interest if 
not repayment. Moreover, where the 
student lives at home, the residential 
costs may be minimized. The purpose, it 
is explained, is to make funds available 
“or the serious student coming to the 
university from out-of-town. 

There will be problems for those 
high school matriculants who‘want to go 
to university, who have booted things 
around in high school and, in conse- 
quence, grade lower than 65 per cent 
when they leave secondary school. If 
their parents can carry them, and if 
their qualifications are adequate, they 
ean still go to university, but low 
grading in high school reflects on the 
seriousness of their approach, or on 
their ability to handle the work there.

These are factors that come into 
sharper focus as the gates to summer 
employment narrow during periods of 
austerity and dislocation.
